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PREFACE 


It has been a rare end gratifying exverience to 
compile the Cemetery Record of Revolutionary Sold- 
ders who sre buried in Knox County, ITliinois, for 
in this way I have come to Know much about the ersriy 
history of Knox County and have also made the acqua- 
intance of many worth while and interesting people. 


In July of 1954 when I first visited the Russell 
Cemetery I found it in a deplorable condition, with 
fences down and cattle roaming at will, as the tract 
of lend where the Cemetery is located lies about a 
quarter of a mile off the highway. 


After interviewing several of the descendants of 
the Pioneers who are buried there, a keen interest 
came alive, and a meeting was called of all vnersons 
concerned to see what could be done in regard to 
restoring the Cemetery to its original apperance. 


Within a short period of time the Russell 
Historical Association of Haw Creek Townshiv was 
organized for the vurnose of the rehabilitation of 
the Ruasell Cemetery, and a similar movement is 
under vay which will take oare of other abandoned 
Cemeteries in Knox County. There are in Knox County 
102 known Cemeteries but only 74 are officially 
registered at the Knox County Court House. 


Hy research hes been confined to the Bruner, 
Cherry Grove, Hove, Russell and Victoria Cemeteries, 
where Revolutionary Soldiers are located, and in 
some casts I have been able to trace much of the 
family history down to the present time, which I 
trust will te found useful in the future. HEut most 

.of all I feel humbly proud that because of my re- 
search a Keen enthusiasm has been Kindled which will 
carry on throurch the years till many of the old hist- 
Oorical Cemeteries will be restored to their proper 
condition of beautiful solemnity.

"In i835 Michnel Bruner drove a pair of oxen fron 
Breckenridze County, Kentucky, to Rio Illincis, bring- 
ing hie wife and young family. Later Hra. Bruner died. 
In 1859 he drove a vair of oxen to the seme place in 
Kentucky and broucht a second wife, his father, Adam 
Bruner, and his unele Feter Brunor, with him to Rio. 
Both the elder Bruners had spent long years preaching 
the Gospel. 

They with their tro brothers had served in the 
Revolutionary War, and the two brothers were later 
buried in the cemetary on the Bruner farm. Knox 
County now owns this site and nas erected a monument 
to their memory. 

the Bruner farm in 1850 had alilcensed tavern upon 
it, and posseesed unusuel buildings for that day.

Land Office at Guiney Illinois, end eecured the title 
to one section of lsnd, where he lived until his death. 

Peter Bruner died and was buried in whet was later 
known 23 tne Bruner Cemetary.

Jessee had s large, a good fara, 
and peach orchards in Tennessee. while living there 
he signed a note of 31,700 for a friend and was forced 
to sell all his lend at 2 low price thue losing all 
his property. From Tennessee Jesse sné his family 
moved to Henderson, Knox County, Illinois about eix 
Miles from Calesburg at the present time. 

Jease and Ruth were the parents of nine children; 
John, Richard, Jesse, Thenia, Atalia, Ann, Stacey, 
Johnathan and Hezekiah. 

Ruth Whit Witt died October 18, 1839 and wes buried 
in the Henderson Cemetery, Henderson, Illinois.

Rev. Jacob Gum wee born in Augusta County, 
Virginia in 1764 and dled Antril 15, 1847. He and hie 
wife ihoda Bell Gun are buried in a nrivate burial 
Zround on land at treat tine ovned by him in Henderson 
Township, Enox County, Illinsis. 


In 1779 Jacob Gum Sr. ceme to Kentucky with his 
family from Vireinia where he obteined 800 acres of 
land on Green iver. In 17S0O he sold this land to 
Abrehnsm Lincoln's Grandfather alen named Abraham, 

In 1782 he moved to Nolin Creek in Nelson County, Ky. 
and later to Sangemon County, Illinois. 


In 18°28 he came to Knox County, Illinois taking 
up a claim in Henderson Township, buildings a durable 
log eabin which is etill standin: and is the only 
éurvivor of its kind in original Henderson settlement.

"Sur County fa hia namesake, Revelutionary War Hero, 
Hajor - Genersal Henry Knox (1750 + 1806) i6 the man for 
whom Knox County, Illinoie was named. His portrait by 
Gilbert Stuart hange in the Goston Museum of Fine Arta. 


Hajor - General Henry Knox had a distineuished 
Ccarecr in ths Revolutionary War and later was first 
Secretary of War. He wae born in Boston, July 25, 1750, 
and wae of Scotch ~ Irish descent. Owing to the death 
of his father he wes enprenticed to a Bookeeller when 
but twelve yeare old. 


ie studied Military history end Learned to speak 
and write Frenoh. Always a icver of Books, his home at 
Themaston contained a library of over 1500 volumes. 


Hig Military training beran at the ase of eighteen 
when he joined an artillery company. At teenty ~ two 
he helped organize the Soston Crensdier Coros. He had 
marcied the daughter of tha royal Zeoretary of Masa- 
echusetts, aad even thourn ne #23 unter wish pressure 
tO support tlhe Grown, ne decide2 to erat his lot with 
the Colonists and escaced from Boston ahortly befor 
the Battle of Sunker Hill.

He displayed great bravery in the battles of 
Trenton, Princeton, Monmouth and Germantown. In 
Novenber 1781 shortly after the Battle of Yorktown, 
in which he was delegated to receive Cornwallis's 
sword, he was made Major =- General. 


He and his wife, both very corpulent, vere 
Called "largest couple in City." He was forceful, 
often profane in Language, and contemporaries 
ridiculed his pompous, self complacent walk. 


After retiring, he settled in Thomaston Maine, 
where in 1795 he built an eighteen room Mansion, 
"Montpilier.” This was his home until hie death 
October 25, 1806, 


The Mansion gradually fell into decay but has 
been reconstructed by General Knox Chapter, 
Daughtere of the Revolution.
